It has been a severe double shock to the 
community, for the bank was looked upon 
as staunch and firm as the national Treas- 
ury itself, and Mr. Stone, who has lived here 
all his life and has been connected with 
the institution ever since it was started, was 
considered the embodiment of uprightness 
and honesty.

“ There it comes,” the cry went up, and the 
word that a special was approaching passed 
up-town in.a twinkling. Miners came on the 
run and soon the track was lined. 


Soldiers in Control. 
The soldiers were reinforced by comrades

At 6:30 o'clock word was brought that the 
negroes had been taken only as far as Gir- 
ard, five miles south of here, and that an 
attempt would be made to bring them back. 
Again the miners hurried to the station, but 
were headed off by a squad of soldiers, who 
came down Main street on the double quick. 
As the blue coats came the Lieutenant 
shouted: ‘* Everyhody get back on the side- 
walks and stay there.” Pedestrians ran this 
way and that, but none of them ventured to 
the station. Five minutes passed, allowing 
time for the soldiers to be assigned to their 
different posts, and the miners resumed 
their march to the station in small groups. 

As those in the lead to the platform 
without being halted othérs pressed for- 
ward, and soon the station was surrounded 
by m , who pressed into the waiting 
rooms. When the Springfield accommoda- 
tion train from St. Lo arrived at 8:15 it 
was boarded by a Lieutenant and five pri- 
vatcs, who inst!tuted a search from cay to 
ear, Twice the train attempted to pull out 
and was stopped by a pull on the air brake 
cord by the soldiers aboard. The third at- 
tempt to start was made and the cord was 
given a yank that brought the train to a 
stop with a jerk. The soldiers thoroughly 
investigated each car, and not finding any 
negro miners concealed aboard, stepped 
| from the train and informed the angry con- 
ductor that he could proceed. He signaled 
his engineer and the train was gone, car- 
rying a frightened load of passengers. 

At the stockade, as soon as Mr. Lukins 
realized that it would be impossible to land 
the negroes, he turned. his attention and 
thoughts to their safety while passing the 
depot, where a vast crowd could be seen to 
have congregated. He tried to reach Cap- 
tain Craig by telephone and sent him word 
that a train load of colored minérs was ap- 
proaching the depot and asking him to pro- 


After the departure of the train Mr. Lukins 
was asked by the Associated Press if he de- 
sired to make any statement to the public 
in regard to the present situation and future 
outlook. He replied that while he did not 
care to discuss the past and could not even 
predict what the world had in store, owing to 
the action of Governor Tanner in depriving 
his company of its lawful rights, he would 
like to correct a few errors that had been 
published In regard to yesterday’s fight. 


Statement from Lukins. 


In this connection he dictated and signed 
the following: 

**From my own personal knowledge I can 
say that no shots were fired from the train 
carrying the negro miners until at least 500 
shots had been fired into it and several of 
the guards were wounded. 

‘The strikers commenced firing on the 
train just after it had passed the depot and 
kept it up as long as the train: was within 
gunshot. When the train stopped at the 
gate our guards were there to assist in un- 
loading the cars. But few shots were fired 
by them, most of the defense firing being 
done by the train guards. 

“The report in some of the papers that we 
had guards in the top of the shaft house is 
utterly false and has no foundation what- 
ever, as no men were in the tower, armed 
or unarmed, during the battle. 

“The charges made that the Chicago and 
Alton switchman, D. H. Kiley, killed near 
the depot, was shot by one of our men from 
the stockade is toa preposterous to merit 
contradiction, as no shots were fired from 
~~ stockade until long after Kiley was 
killed. 

“When the special train carrying the 

blacks arrived this afternoon at the mine the 
troops, under orders from Governor Tanner, 
refused to let them get off the train, end 
they were compelled to go on through. 
protested to the Captain in command 
of the guard at the mine against this action 
and told him there was no law except the 
law of force that would justify this action. 
He replied that he had strict orders from 
the Governor not to permit the blacks to 
land and that he was compelled to follow 
instructions.”’ 

It is felt that an attempt will be made to 
quietly smuggle.the negroes back to town 
before morning and place them within the 
stockade. It is stated om the best of au- 
thority that President T. C. Loucks of the 
Chicago-Virden Coal company tonight wired 
Governor Tanner saying in substance that 
those negro miners would certainly be placed 
within the stockade. 


Prosecufion to Follow. 


A meeting of the Executive committee of 
the strikers was held late this afternoon. 
Chairman John Belgar asserted that nota 
man among the Thiel agency and Pinkerton 
detectives stationed within the stockade had 
been sworn in as a Deputy Sheriff. He fol- 
lowed this statement by declaring thai all 
of them could be held as accessories on a 
charge of murder. 

He stated there were twenty men inside 
the stockade when the train bearing the 
negroes stopped at the shaft yesterday noon 
and that fifty Pinkerton and Thiel men, act- 
ing as guards, were on the train. He said 
none of these men are residents of the State 
and consequently Sheriff Davenport had re- 
fused to swear them in. ’ 

It was decided to employ William Mooney 
of Joliet as special attorney for the miners 
to assist in the prosecution of the men re- 
sponsible for the death of the strikers who 
fell in the battle. Attorney Mooney advised

At 10 o’clock Cap- 
tain Craig, with a squad of ten men and a 
wagon, marched to the stockade and took 
possession of the Winchesters, which had 
previously been packed in boxes, and brought 
them to army headquarters. The com-

Fired the First Shot. 


M. Turner, one of the guards stationed in 
the yards south of the town to announce 
the approach of the train carrying the ne- 
groes, says he fired the first shot yesterday 
as a signal to the main body of miners near 
the depot. The miners had agreed, he said, 
that ten shots in rapid succession should be 
the signal that the train was approaching. 
Turner says he fired the shots, firing in the 
uir, and that the men on the train answered 
with a volley into the crowd, whereupon the 
firing became general. 

Coroner Hart impaneled a jury of six at 
noon today and began the inquest. The foi- 
lowing are the jurymen: Justice of Peace 
A. J. Roberts, chairman; Lincoln Owens, re- 
tired farmer; F. W. Silloway, clerk; D. H.

Five New Dioceses Created. 

A committee made up of Bishop Seymour 
of Springfield, Bishop Nichols of California, 
and Bishop Gilbert of Minnesota reported 
the creation of five new missionary dio- 
ceses. That of the Platte and Wyoming 
will be known as the Laramie diocese, the 
diocese of Utah as the Salt Lake diocese, 
northern California and Nevada combined 
the dlocese of Sacramento, and the dio- 
ceses of Boise, Spokane, and North Dakota. 
In the discussion of the canon of marriage 
and divorce Bishop Potter urged that the 
canon proposed by the majority of the com- 
mission was too extreme and ill-advised 
legislation, and would keep people out of the 
church and place a stigma upon many tnno- 
cent members.

Proof Against the Ex-Gévernor. 
“While his figures are wrong, the sub- 
stance of Altgeld’s statement is that the 
Republican Legislature of 1895 created the 
deficit of $2,000,000 which I found in the 
in 1897, and created it by refusing 
to authorize a sufficient tax levy to pay its 
appropriations. With this proposition in 
mind, let us follow the Treasury revenue re- 
celpts and disbursements during Altgeld’s 
term and the history of the tax levies made 
during his time. This record shows that the 
Democratic Legislature of 1893 created a 
Geficit of above $2,000,000, and the Repub- 
lican Legislature of 1895 created a surplus of 
above $400,000.

“The Democratic Legislature, which came 
in with Altgeld in 1893 appropriated $7,032,514 
to be paid out of the revenue fund, and au- 
thorized a tax levy of $3,000,000 for the fiscal 
years of 1803 and 1894. They could calculate 
on not more than $2,000,000 of miscellaneous 
revenue receipts and the exceedingly low 
levy was with the deliberate intention of 
wiping out what they mistook for a surplus 
of $3,000,000, but which in fact was needed 
to meet the first year’s appropriations of the 
Legislature of 18938. Governor Altgeld in-. 
herited these $3,000,000, which had been 
maintained for years by the Republicans. 
Besides, they considered it bad politiés to 
raise Governor Fifer’s last tax levy of 31 
cents, regardless of what the consequences 
might be. The tax levy of 31 cents in 1893 
produced $1,506,337 revenue, collected in 
1894, and the tax levy of 31 cents In 1894 pro- 
duced $1,479,102, collected in 1895, a total of 
‘$2,965,439. Miscellaneous revenue receipts 
during the fiscal years of 1893 and 1894 were 
$2,143,169, making the total revenue receipts 
$5,126,612, The revenue expenditures for the 
same period were $7,207,791, showing a loss 
or deficit of $2,079,179. The revenué balance 
had been reduced from $2,253,000, Sept. 30, 
1808, $173,881 Sept. 30, 1895.

GOVERNOR WON’T STOP IT 


MeGhee’s Slayer Writes an Em- 
phatic Letter Declaring 
Himself Innocent. 


GALLOWS READY FOR BOTH. 


Governor Tanner last night refused to in- 
terfere in the execution of the death sen- 
tences of George H. Jacks, convicted of the 
murder of Andrew F. McGhee, and John 
Druggan, who pleaded guilty to the murder 
of Robert F. Gudgeon, and the two men 
will be hanged in the County Jail before 
noon today. 

The Supreme Court yesterday denied the 
motion of Jacks’ attorneys for a writ of su- 

'persedeas, and the news almost caused 
Jacks to collapse. He pulled himself to- 
gether, however, and said that the Gov- 
ernor must interfere in his case, as he had 
made no prepar&tion for death. 

“IT can’t believe it is true,” he said. “ The 
Supreme Court ought to pass my case. It is 
the custom to grant a supergedeas in such 
a case. 

“If the worst comes to the worst I suppose 
I shall have to stand it. But I won’t allow 
myself to believe this story is true until the 
Sheriff tells me so. I am not ready to go to-. 
morrow. I did not expect it and have many 
things I desired to fix up, I have some busi- 
ness matters to attend to.”’ 

Soon after the evening meal Jailer Whit- 
man entered Druggan’s chamber, accom- 
panied by the condemned man’s father and 
mother, two sisters, a brother, and his 
grandfather. His relatives remained with 
him twenty minutes. The parting between 
Mrs. Druggan and her son was most affect- 
ing, the distressed woman being carried in 
a half faint from the death chamber. 

After the departure of his relatives Drug- 
gan began to laugh hysterically and pace 
his cell. Jacks became nervous over Drug- 
gan’s actions and the latter was finally re- 
moved to another room. where Guard Payne 
kept a close watch on him. ' 

Deputy Sheriffs Alex Levison and O’Mal- 
ley were detailed to remain with Jacks dur- 
oe — part of the night. 

orney Jameg O’Hara of St. Joseph, 
Mich., called Jacks at 6:30 o'clock. in 
the evening and had a short talk with him. 
The lawyer then left for Springfield. This 
morning he will appeal to Governor Tanner 
to grant Jacks two weeks’ stay of execution 
so the man may have time to prepare to die. 

Jacks last night handed a written state- 
ment to the reporters and asked that it be 
printed. In his statement he denies ever 
having seen McGhee and declares he is inno- 
cent of the charge of murder. He avers that 
if he is hanged today it will be a judicial 
murder. He says Willows, the principal 
witness against him, committed the crime. 

In the afternoon Druggan confessed his 
sins to Father Dore in Jailer Whitman's of- 
fice. He said the killing of Gudgeon was the 
result of a sudden impulse and was not a 
premeditated murder. 

Father Dore also talked with Jacks, and 
be attend the two men on the scaffold. 

he only persons who will be permitt 
to see the hanging will be Deets 
newspaper men, the jury of physicians, the 
Rev. Father Dore, and possibly another 
priest. 

At an early hour this morning all was still 
in the death chamber, and Duggan and 
Jacks apparently were sound asleep. 

Shortly before midnight word was received 
at the jail that Governor Tanner had re- 
fused to interfere in Jacks’ case, but as 
Jacks was asleep he was not notified of the 
decision. Night Jailer Chapman said that 
it was not necessary to awaken Jacks to tell 
him bad news, and that it would be better 
to allow him to sleep until morning. 

“The information is not official,”’ he said, 
“‘and until I receive definite information I 
will not disturb Jacks.”’ 

Druggan slept little after midnight. He 
smoked incessantly and talked freely with 
his guards. He declared he still had some 
hopes of a respite.

Proof Against the Ex-Gevernor. 
“While his figures are wrong, the sub- 
stance of Altgeld’s statement is that the 
Republican Legislature of 1895 created the 
deficit of $2,000,000 which I found in the 
Tred@sury in 1807, and created it by refusing 
to authorize a sufficient tax levy to pay its 
tions.

GREAT INCREASE IN 
“REVENUE RECEIPTS IN 
CHICAGO DISTRICT. 


Stamp Tax on Documents and Proprie- 
tary Articles Rrings In More than 
$1,000,000 in Three Months—Fund 
from Distillers Is Nearly Tripled.

The internal revenue receipts for Chicago 
for the last quarter were $4,085,153, as com- 
pared with $1,656,014 for the corresponding 
period last year. The stamp tax on docu- 
ments and proprietary articles prescribed by 
the war revenue bill has contributed over 
$1,000,000. As the result of the $100 tax 
imposed on bankers. Board of Trade brokers, 
and others, the collection on dist has risen 
from $7,736, for the quarter last year, to 
$190,877. The revenue derived from spirit 
stamps has increased nearly 300 per cent, de- 
spite the removal of several distilleries into 
another division.

George H. Jacks and John 


Druggan Must Pay the 
Legal Death Penalty. 


GOVERNOR WON'T STOP IT 


McGhee’s Slayer Writes an Em- 
phatic Letter Declaring 
Himself Innocent. | 


GALLOWS READY FOR BOTH. 


Governor Tanner last night refused to in- 
terfere in the execution of the death sen- 
tences of George H. Jacks, convicted of the 
murder of Andrew F. McGhee, and John 
Druggan, who pleaded guilty to the murder 
of Robert F. Gudgeon, and the two men 
will be hanged in the County Jail before 
hoon today. 

The Supreme Court yesterday denied the 
motion of Jacks’ attorneys for a writ of su- 
persedeas, and the news almost caused 
Jacks to collapse. He pulled himself to- 
gether, however, and said that the Gov- 
ernor must interfere in his case, as he had 
made no prepar&tion for death. 

“I can’t believe it is true,”’ he said. “ The 
Supreme Court ought to pass my case. It is 
the custom to grant a supergedeas in such 
a case. 

“If the worst comes to the worst I suppose 
I shall have to stand it. But I won't allow 
myself to believe this story is true until the 
Sheriff tells me so, I am not ready to go to- 
morrow. I did not expect it and have many 
things I desired to fix up. I have some busi- 
ness matters to attend to.” 

Soon after the evening meal Jailer Whit- 
man entered Druggan’s chamber, accom- 
panied by the condemned man’s father and 
mother, two sisters, a brother, and his 
grandfather. His relatives remained with 
him twenty minutes. The parting between 
Mrs. Druggan and her son was most affect- 
ing, the distressed woman being carried in 
a half faint from the death chamber. 

After the departure of his relatives Drug- 
gan began to laugh hysterically and pace 
his cell. Jacks became nervous over Drug- 
gan's actions and the latter was finally re- 
moved to another room. where Guard Payne 
kept a close watch on him. ; 

Deputy Sheriffs Alex Levison and O’Mal- 
ley were detailed to remain with Jacks dur- 
ing the early part of the night. 

Attorney Jameg O’Hara of St. Joseph, 
Mich., called upon Jacks at 6:30 o’clock in 
the evening and had a short talk with him. 
The lawyer then left for Springfield. This 
morning he will appeal to Governor Tanner 
to grant Jacks two weeks’ stay of execution 
so the man may have time to prepare to die. 

Jacks last night handed a written state- 
ment to the reporters and asked that it be 
printed. In his statement he denies ever 
having seen McGhee and declares he is inno- 
cent of thechargeofmurder. He avers that 
if he is hanged today it will be a judicial 
murder. He says Willows, the principal 
witness against him, committed the crime. 

In the afternoon Druggan confessed his 


sins to Father Dore in Jailer Whitman’s of- 


fice. He said the killing of Gudgeon was the 


result of a sudden impulse and was not a. 
premeditated murder. 


Father Dore also talked with Jacks, and 
will attend the two men on the scaffold. 

The only persons who will be permitted 
to see the hanging will be Deputy Sheriffs, 
newspaper men, the pnd | of physicians, the 
el Father Dore, a possibly another 
priest. 

At an early hour this morning all was still 
in the death chamber, and Duggan and 
Jacks apparently were sound asleep. 

Shortly before midnight word was received 
at the jail that Governor Tanner had re- 
fused to interfere in Jacks’ case, but as 
Jacks was asleep he was not notified of the 
decision. Night Jailer Chapman said that 
it was not necessary to awaken Jacks to tell 
him bad news, and that it would be better 
to allow him to sleep until morning. 

‘The information is not official,”’ he said, 
‘*‘and until I receive definite information I 
will not disturb Jacks.”’ 

Druggan slept little after midnight. He 
smoked incessantly and talked freely with 
his guards. He declared he still had some 
hopes of a respite.

_ THE STRIKE AT VIRDEN. 

The deplorable and bloody conflict at 
Virden has not been renewed. The State 
troops-are there. They have disarmed the 
combatants, and as long as they remain 
there order will be preserved. ‘In the mean- 
while the civil authorities will proceed to 
investigate to discover by whom the laws 
have been violated and who if anybody 
shall be held criminally responsible for the 
deaths whieh have occurred. 

There are several facts, however, which 
are a matter of public notoriety. No Coro- 
net’s jury or grand jury is needed to bring 
them to light. ‘The first is that the old 
miners at Virden and their employers disa- 
greed on the question of wages last April 
and have not been able to come to an agree- 
ment. The former, as they had a right to 
do, demanded a certain number of cents 
per ton of coal mined and declared they 
would not work for less. The mine-owners 
‘asserted, as they had a right to do, that 
they would not pay that sum. They said 
Pthat if they paid that price they would be 
unable to compete with mines in other lo- 
ealities unless they sold their product ata 
loss. | 

The miners quit work in April because 
they did not get what they thought they 
ought to get. They had a right to leave, 
to stay where they were, and see if the em- 
ployers would not come to their terms, or 
to go away and get work elsewhere. There 
were negotiations, but they were barren of 


the operators would pay, and the latter 
would not pay the men what they demand- 
ed. Finally the operators gave the men 
notice that they intended to reopen their 


wages they were willing to pay. The opera- 
tors began looking for such men and found 
them, 

They were plainly within their legal rights 
when they did that. The law does not 


to make a contract with one set of men, be- 
cause they cannot agree on terms, he shall 
not make a contract with another set of 
men with whom he can agree on terms. 

Any lawyer whom the striking miners 
might consult would have told them that 
when they had given up their jobs, as they 
had, their former employers had a right 
to hire others to do the work the strik- 
ers refused to do. Any lawyer would have 
told the strikers that an American citizen 
is not obliged to shut down his coal mine or 
his factory because he and his old employés 
disagree as to pay or conditions of labor 
and they quit, 

.The mine-owners of Virden sent down to 
Alabama and hired some negro miners 
who were willing to work for the wages the 
former thought they could pay. There is 
no law against that. The right of an em- 
ployer to buy labor is not bounded by 
State lines. There is a law against the im- 
portation of foreign labor. But Alabama is 
a part of the United States. The miners 


the United States. Probably that is more 
than can be said of all the striking min- 
ers at Virden. ‘The constitution declares 
that the citizens of- each State are enti- 
tled to the privileges and immunities of 
citizens in the several States. An Alabama 
negro, coming to Illinois, has as much right 
to sell his labor here as any white citizen 
ofIllinois. 

“Nevertheless, when the striking miners 
learned that several carloads of colored 
American citizens were being brought to 
Virden to take the jobs the ex-European 
white miners had abandoned the latter 
declared that that should not be—that those 
black mep should hot be allowed to dig 
that coal which the strikers would not dig. 
The latter took the ground, in short, that 
the mines should not be worked unless 
by them on their own terms. The law 
gives them no such right. Then, as Amer- 
ican and duly Americanized “strikers ” 
are too often in the habit of doing, the strik- 
ing miners at Virden armed themselves 
so that they might be better able to keep 
these Alabama colored men from entering 
the mines. | , 

That was unlawful. No law authorized 
the striking miners or anybody else to de- 
bar the citizens of another State from ob- 
taining employment in this State. No law 
empowered the strikers to interpose them- 
selves with their rifles between the em- 
ployers, for whom they would not work, and 
men who were ready to work for those em- 
ployers, and who had a legal right to do 
so, even though they were blacks brought 
all the way from Alabama. 

Future investigations may settle the 
question as to which side fired first and 
began that fighting which has ended in the 
death and wounding of so many men. But 
there is no need of investigation as re- 
gards the facts given above. They are 
plain enough already.

No President of the United States has 
met with a more enthusiastic reception 
than that which was accorded to Presi- 
dent McKinley on Wednesday at ‘the 
Omaha ‘exposition, when & crowd well- 
nigh equal to that whi assembled 
at the World’s Fair on Whicago day 
greeted him with every (possible dem- 
opstration of welcome approval. What is 
the secret of this almost .dnprecedented 
popular expression of favor? 


It is not that he promptly: accepted the 
wager of battle thrown down to him by in- 
solent Spain. It is not that the war has 
ceased in a truce after one hundred days of 
glorious action. It is not thé tession of the 
little Island of Porto Rico, which 1s now 
being evacuated by Spain and will be turned 
over to the United States on Puesday next. 
It is not the final liberation 4f the Cubaus 
from the malignant cruelty afd intolerable 
oppression of the Spaniards; ; It is not be- 
cause of the eventual peace with Spain, nor 
because of any one of the stirring victories: 
we have won on land or sea. Nor is it all 
these reasons combined which produced that 
extraordinary spectacle of a vast multitude 
giving expression to its weledbme in every 
variety of vociferous applatse, 

These reasons added to the enthusiasm, 
but undoubtedly the one reason whieh more 
than all the others combined actuated this 
multitude was the widespread opinion that 
the President intends to hold his grip upon 
the whole group of. the Philippine Islands, 
and that before peace is comcluded with 
Spain the archipelago will be ours from 
Luzon to the smallest island ja it; nd that 
this vitally important key to?the'Chinese 
Sea, with its nine or ten millions of peo- 
ple, will come under America® sovereignty 
for their prosperity and civilization and for 
our own interests. That sentiment is wide- 
spread. The determination t) retain the 
Philippines has taken hold of @ll classes of 
people. Agriculturists, ma 
merchants, and laborers have-come to see

LORD ROSEBERY’S EPSOM }PEECH. 

Not in eighty-five years has Great Brit- 
ain assumed so bold a tone toward France 
as that of Lord Rosebery’s spéecb at Ep- 
som on Wednesday night. It would be dif- 
ficult to overestimate the grave importance 
of this ringing utterance of the Liberal 
leader. It is a bold, plain, uiidiplomatic 
defiance to France—an unequivocal! notice 
to the French nation and to its backers, if 
it has any, to keep off the Nile and take 
away the flag raised by Marchand at 
Fashoda. 

The prime significancé of Rosebery’s 
speech lies in the fact that it shows a united 
British nation. It is a vigorous indorse- 
ment, by the party now out of power, of the 
policy to which the party in power is al- 
ready committed. The Libetal leader 
comes out of his retirement to announce 
his party’s support in the gravest issue 
that confronts Salisbury’s Cdnservafive 
ministry. Rosebery is the leader of the 
Liberal party more truly tham Bryan’ is 
the leader of the Democratic pérty in the 
United States; he stands where Grover 
Cleveland stood before the split iy the 
Democratic party, and where he may stand 
again. This Epsom speech, ‘therefore, 
means a united British people, both at home 
and in the colonies. i 2 

With such significance behind his words, 
France may well tremble when Rosebery 
declares the Fashoda matter to be “ one of 
extreme and supreme gravity.” As he 
says, the determination that France must 
withdraw from the Nile is the. policy of 
the British nation itself, and ‘no minis- 
try that attempts to recede from ofpotter 
with that policy would last a week.” In 
other words, Lord Rosebery stands ready 
himself to take the reins from ' Salisbury 
if the iatter should show any signs of weak- 
ening. But there is nothing of sélf-seeking 
in this speech, for there is every reason 
to believe Rosebery is speaking truth when 
he says no thought of weakening has en- - 
tered the heads of her Majesty's present 
advisers. It is simply the annouitcement of 
the party not in: power that it jill stand 
by the ultimatum to France without re- 
gard to party—that “ the nation will make 
any sacrifice and go to any length to sus- 
tain that action.” The whole matter ié 
summed up In the words: “I ‘hope this 
question will be pacifically settled, but it 
mugt be understood that there ban be no 
compromise.” 

Liberal and Conservative papers alike 
extol Lord Rosebery’s action and indorse 
his attitude. There can be no doubting 
the deadly earnestness of all Glasses on 
this subject. Rightly or wrongly, the Brit- 
ish people believe their rights to have been 
trampled upon. at various points of late 
in Asia and Africa. They have deter-' 
mined to call a halt to this, here and now— 
to serve notice to the world that the an- 
cient British spirit is not 
they who think so

There is good reason to believe that the 
cordial relations now existing between the 
United States and Great Britain have had 
much goo with inspiring Lord Rosebery’s 
hold speech and in aiding its hot and uni- 
versal indorsement throughout the British 
Empire. England's attitude toward us in 
the Spanish trouble emboldened us to push 
forward, as we feared no flank or rear at- 
tack from European powers. England 
feels the same sense of moral support now 
in its dealings with France. It feels that 
one good turn deserves another, and that 
this country is not going to pounce upon 
the British Canadian possessions if En- 
giand becomes involved in a desperate war 
with France—backed by Russia. — 

The British people naturally feel confi- 
dent that their indispensable food and raw 
material trade with this republic will not be 
disturbed in case of war. They will still 
have plenty of wheat and corn and all kinds 
of foodstuffs to eat. They will still get 
our cotton and kerosene and other agri- 
cultural and mineral products, They can 
go on getting their wool from ‘Australia— 
in American bottoms, if necessary. If 
France should dare to interfere with our 
sale of such things to the British or any 
other nation it would speedily find itself 
in trouble with the big republic. The Brit- 
ish have figured all this out, and, taking 
it, along with their other sources of 
strength in their powerful colonies, it has 
made them bold and determined. This 
sense of power, coupled with a sense of 
repeated injury in Asia, has created an 
inflammable spirit throughout the British 
Empire, and Lord- Rosebery’s speech is a 
All that

THE KAISER's the German Kaiser the cen- 
TRIP TO’ . ter of European control, all 
PALESTINE. movements of that poten- 
tate must be regarded with 
uneasy interest—even a Peaceable pleasure 
tour into Palestine. The Kaiser is not so big 
a man that there is any“@anger of Europe's 
tilting up or overturning if he gets on the 
edge of it, and yet the other powers will 
breathe a sigh of relief when they see him 
and his gorgeous retinue safely back at 
Berlin. It is a rather unusual thing for an 
Emperor to go out of his own country and 
continent on a trip purely for pleasure, and 
the fact that the Emperor William is now on 
the way to Constantinople—the center of the 
Eastern question—naturally gives rise to 
more or less speculation as to what might 
happen if he should decide to change his 
attitude toward the Turk. The surpassing 
luxury and pomp in which he is to travel 
through Turkey and the Holy Land are cer- 
tainly not indicative of the humility of the 
Nazarene. If the young Kaiser should hap- 
pen to take a fancy to Palestine or any other 
portion of the Sultan's domain he would 
probably not hesitate to exercise the “ di- 
vine right” of taking it. Bismarck consti- 
tuted the German Kaiser the keeper of the 
armed peace ower the status of Turkey. The 
younger William has never had a great deal 
of use for Bismarck’s policy, and anything 
that might even remotely change his atti- 
tude on the Eastern question is of far-reach- 
ing‘import. In this fact, and not in the mil- 
lions he is spending in gorgeous pomp and 
circumstance, lies the main interest of 
Kaiser Wilhelm’s pilgrimage to Palestine. 


THE SANTIAGO PRISONERS. 

The orators who will.jubilate next week 
will not be able to rejoice over the con- 
clusion of a treaty of peace, but they will 
have many other topics to glorify over, aud 
there is one which they certainly will not 
neglect. That is the surrender of Santiago 
and its garrison and the matchless display 
of gallintry on the part of American so)- 
diers which preceded and brought about 
that surrender and made captives of 26,000 
Spanish svldiers and turned over to the 
Americans 5,000 square miles of territory. 

The Spanish Genera! at Santiago had 
with him 12.000 men, of whom 9,000 were 
regulars and 3,000 militiamen or voluntecrs. 
They occupied positions which were stroug 
naturally, and which had been well fortified. 
They had many cannon. The Americans 
had few. The latter, with an inferior forc.. 
attacked the enemy’s works at San Juan 
and El] Caney. They fought in the open. 
while their «pponents were behind breast- 
works. Yet they pressed on with cool an’) 
reckless valor. They swept up the hills, 
over the bicastworks, and into the block- 
houses. Nothing could withstand their on- 
slaught. The terrified Spaniards fled to 
their inner line of defenses. es 

They lust more than their advance posts 
in that first encounter. They lost confi- 
dence and courage, They became alarmed 
lest those dare-devil Yankees might carr; 
the next line of intrenchments the follow- 
ing day at the point of the bayonet and 
sweep into the city It was certain that 
if that were to happen a good many Span- 
iards would get hurt. Their hearts became 
as water. So when the demand tof 


the 
surrender of the city was made they de- 
murrel for fcrm’s sake, but finally con- 
sented to the demand with secret delight. 
They knew if they held out reinforcements, 
which were ou the way, might come in. 
The Americans, how ever, were receiving re- 
inforcements also. The First Lilinoig and 
other regiments had come up just after the 
San Juan fighting and were ready and will- 
ing to pitch in. 

So the Spanish General surrendered to 
the American General the 26,000 men under 
his command in Santiago and elsewhere. 
The only conditivn made was that the 
United States should send men and officer:; 
home at its own cost. It has done so, and 
Toral’s whole army is sow m Spain, and 
gind to. be there. They huve had al) the 
fighting with Amcricens they want to have. 
The latter are too cashing and have too lit- 
tle respect for fertitfientions to suit them. 

After having touched on American gal- 
fantry as displayed at Sartiagwo, the anell- 
binders will probably grow reminiscent and 
compare the number of men who became 
prisoners in consequence of the surrender 
of that city with the number captured by 
American Generals in earlier wars. The 
listeners will not be surprised when they 
are told that only a comparatively small 
number of men laid down their arms at 
Saratoga and at Yorktown. Cornwallis 
had only 8,000 with him. British and 
American armies were alike smal]. But 
they may be surprised to hear that while 
Shafter took in 26,000 men, Grant got only 
15,000 at Donelson and 37,000 at Vicks- 
burg. He did better there than at Appo- 
mattox,. where 34,000 Confederates laid 
down their atms. To them'may fairly be 
added the meti under Johnston, who capitu- 


‘Jated to Sherman. For Appomattox ended 


the war. There’ was nothing to fight for 
The Confederates took 11,500 prisoners at 
Harper’s Ferry, when Colonel Dixon H. 
Miles, seeing that resistance was hopeless, 
turned the command over to Genera! Julius 
H. White of this city, and sought to throw | 


| on him the odium of the surtender. The 
Confederates captured only about 10,000 
soldiers during McClellan’s peninsula cam- 
paign. Union Generals besides Grant were 
successful in making prisoners. General 
James H. Wilson scooped in several thou- 
sands, Jeff Davis included. . General Thom- 
as picked up about 4,500 after the battle of 
Nashville, and would have captured more 
of Hood’s men if they had not run away 
so fast. The rebel army was broken up, 
however, and did not cause any more trou- 
ble. Sheridan took 6,000 prisoners at Five 
Forks, General Scott, with his small army 
in Mexico, took over 3,000 prisoners .at 
Cerro Gordo, and added to the number in 
other engagements, but he did not do as well 
as Shafter did. 

The orators should not fail to point out 
how remarkably successful a battle for the 
opening of a campaign that of Santiago 
was—how it opened and practically closed 
| the campaign by putting in the hands of the 
Americans a large percentage of the en- 
tire Spanish force in Cuba, and by convine- 
ing the Spaniards in Cuba and at Madrid 
that resistance was hopeless. There is 
enough in that Santiago affair alone to 
justify the holding of the biggest’kind of a 
jubilee.

United States Under No Moral or Legal 
Obligation to Admit Its Newly Ac- 
quired Possessions to Statehood. 


. The Porto Ricah President speaks well. 
There have been few better-informed or 
more*informing expositions of the status 
and needs of the Spanish Antilles than may 
be found in his published interviews. He 
speaks intelligently of the past, in a con- 
cillatory spirit of the Spanish, and hope- 
fully and loyally of the connection with the 
United States which is now being perfected 
and which is to revolutionize the whole 
status and destiny of the island. His words 
concerning Porto Rico are to be commended 
for perusal and study to every one who 
wishes to form a just estimate of that in- 
teresting new addition to the domain of this 
republic. 

That Sefior Munez would show himeelf as 
familiar with United States as with Porto 
Rican affairs was not, however, to be ex- 
pected, and it is therefore not at all surpris- 
ing to find that when he touches upon the 
former he makes at least one capital: mis+ 
take. That is his assumption that “ after 
a short period *’ Porto Rico will be admitted 
to this union as a State. His error is not 
unnatural. No doubt there is in Perto Rico 
a strong aspiration toward Statehood. There 
may be Some expectation that Statehood will 
be granted, even an idea that it must be 
granted as a matter of right, as soon as the 
island formally requests it. That delusion 
may have been created and encouraged by 
injudicious utterance& in this country. It 
is nevertheless a delusion, and nothing more. 

Note that in the first place the United 
States is under not the slightest obligation, 
moral or Tegal, to grant Statehood. It has 
never offered the slightest promise nor given 
the slightest ground for hope to that effect. 
In its constitution and in its historic policy 
which it is faithfully maintaining there is 
nothing that in the least degree binds it to 
admit any more States. It is true that It 
has admitted many new States which have 
been formed out of lands acquired by pur- 
chase or conquest in pursuance of the-estab- 
lished national policy of territorial expan- 
sion. But it is equally*true that it has re- 
fused to @dmit as States various Territories 
which it has long held, some of them for’ 
more than half a century, and also that the 
constitution specifically provides for and 


contemplates such holding of Territories*® 


perpetually as Territories, and not as States. 
And that such is the fixed intention of the 
American people is an unquestionable fact. 

The people of this nation do not mean, at 
the present time, or “‘ after a short period,” 
or in any future near enough for practical 
consideration, to admit Porto Rico or Ha- 
wail or any such outlying Territory as a 
State. That may as well be understood, dis- 
tinctly and at once, There is no question 
that the American people were strongly in 
favor of the annexation of those lands as 
they were annexed. .They are just as strong- 
ly opposed to the erection of either of them 
into a State.. And we are inclined to think 
that had they been compelled to choose be- 
tween taking them in as States and not 
annexing them at all they would have 
chosen the latter. We see no reason for 
supposing that in the Hfetime ofthe present 
generation that sentiment will be materially 
changed. 

This may cause some disappointment to 
our new countrymen in Hawaii and Porto 
Rico, though there is really no reason why 
it should. They have had no cause to ex- 
pect anything els®, Certainly they cannot 
complain of it as In the least degree unjust. 
It is not for them to set th@Inselves up as 
more republican than. the republic. They 
asked to be freed from the evils of monarch- 
ical tyranny. They have been thus freed. 
They ask, as Sefior Munez puts it for Porto 
Rico, a system of government not less au- 
tonomic and liberal than that which they 
are giving up. They shall have one not less 
but far more liberal. They shall have the 
freedom of Amegjcans and the commercial 
and industrial and social advantages. They 
will be vastly better off in all respects than 
they have ever been before. More than that 
they cannot in reason or in justice ask.— 
New York Tribune. 


Disgra ce and Danger of the Alger- 
Miles Quarrel. 

Secretary Alger, with the active assistance 
of Adjutant General Corbin, seems deter- 
mined to keep alive the feeling that per- 
meates the country against the Wart depart- 
ment for its blundering and incompetency 
in the handling and care of the troops. 

The special Washington dispatches to the 
Herald indicate that the Secretary, by snub- 
bing the commanding General of the army— 
by overruling his views when expressed and 
by ignoring him in matters about whicii he 
should be consulted—is punishing him for 
publishing the statements he gave to the 
public upon his arrival from Porto Rico. 

It would have been much more manly 2n4 
more satisfactory to the people if an official 
reply had been made to General Miles’ state- 
ments. If it were in Secretary Alger’s power 
to refute them he should have done so. By 
remaining silent under the charges, and 
then, after the lapse of time, subjecting their 
author to covert official annoyances and in- 
sults, Secretary Alger and his Adjutant Gen- 
eral are unintentionally doing all they can to 
remove any lingering doubts that may have 
remained as to the correcthess of the posi- 
tion originally assumed by General Miles. 

Our correspondent states that the order of 

three days ago reorganizing the army corps 
had not been seen by General Miles until | 
after it was issued. That a measure of this 
sort should be framed and the order issued 
without the counsel] of the men at the army 
headquarters, and actually without their 
knowledge, points to such an attitude of the 
War department toward the head of the 
army as calls for the serious consideration 
of the country and will demand the consid- 
eration of Congress when it meets. In !ike 
manner. when reinforcements were ordered 
to General Bacon, in the Bear Island region, 
we are told that the commanding General 
was ignored. 
* §till another instance cited occurred. a few 
days ago in connection with the mustering 
out of the First immune regiment at Gal- 
veston. General Miles did not consider the 
unruly acts of a few men sufficient cause for 
disbanding the whole regiment. He argued 
that the offenders should be dismissed and 
the ‘regiment retained in the service, and he 
revoked the order to muster it out. Secre- 
tary Alger on his return continued the orig- 
inalorder. Upon pleas made by Representa- 
tive Hawley of Texas it seemed for a time as 
if the Secretary would reconsider the matter, 
but upon the insistence of Adjutant General 
Corbin he yieldei to the latter, and General] 
Miles was overruled. In view of these ficts 
it is not surprising that many army men 
are bitter aguinst Alger and Corbin for their 
treatment of the commanding General. 

This petty warfare in an important arm 
of the government service is not merely dis- 
graceful to the persons responsible for it and 
mortifying to the American people; it is a 
detriment to the service, and in an emer- 
gency might prove a source of grave danger. 
It is vitally necessary that there should be 
good feeling and hearty codéperatian between 
the department and the commanding Gen- 
eral. The existing situation. is destruct:ve 
of esprit de corps and uwemoralizing in its In- 
fluence upon the service, and must be termi- 
nated without delay.—-New York Herald.
